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Dutch  Hyacinths 


For  Winter  Flowering  in  the  House.— One  bulb  to 
a 5 -inch  pot  or  4 to  6 bulbs  of  one  variety  in  an  8-inch  bulb 
pan  will  prove  very  effective.  Between  September  and  the 
end  of  November  plant  the  bulbs  in  potting  soil  or  prepared 
fibre  so  that  the  tops  just  show  above  the  surface.  After 
planting,  the  bulbs  should  be  placed  in  a dark,  cool,  airy 
place  for  a period  of  eight  weeks.  This  develops  the 
roots.  Keep  moist  but  not  sodden.  After  about  eight 
weeks  have  elapsed  and  bulbs  have  made  some  top  growth, 
the  pots  may  be  removed  to  the  house.  Keep  away  from 
cold  window  draughts,  gas  lights,  and  drying  furnace  heat. 
By  taking  the  pots  at  intervals  of  ten  days  a succession  of 
bloom  may  be  enjoyed  throughout  the  Winter. 

For  Growing  in  Glasses.- — Set  the  bulbs  so  that 
the  lower  end  merely  touches  the  water.  Put  away  in  a 
cool,  airy,  dark  place  till  the  roots  have  developed;  then 
remove  by  degrees  to  full  light  and  air.  A piece  of  charcoal 
in  the  water  will  keep  it  sweet. 

For  Outdoor  Growing. — Set  the  bulbs  5 or  6 inches 
apart,  and  top  of  bulb  4 inches  deep.  The  time  to  plant 
is  between  September  and  the  last  cf  November  before 
ground  is  frozen. 

Hyacinth  bulbs  of  different  varieties  vary  greatly  in 
size  and  shape.  We  send  out  only  first  size  bulbs,  selected 
for  garden  and  house  culture.  For  bedding  use,  varieties 
that  flower  at  the  same  time  must  be  selected.  The 
letters  following  the  names  below  indicate  the  relative  time 
of  flowering.

Early  Roman  Hyacinths 

The  flowers  are  delightfully  fragrant,  and  each  bulb  will  throw  up  three  to  four  spikes.  For 
forcing,  three  or  four  bulbs  are  generally  planted  in  a 5-inch  pot  in  September,  in  good  soil  or 
fibre.  The  pots  must  be  kept  in  a cool  and  dark  place  until  they  fill  with  roots;  when  the  flower 
spikes  can  be  rapidly  developed  by  exposure  to  light  and  moderate  heat.  They  are  very 
easily  grown  and  extremely  early,  and  by  making  successive  plantings  they  may  be  had  in 
flower  all  through  the  Winter.

Tulips 

For  Outdoor  Growing. — Set  the  bulbs  4 or  5 inches 
deep,  and  5 to  6 inches  apart.  Plant  in  October  or  Novem- 
ber, before  the  ground  freezes,  in  good  garden  soil.  We 
recommend  the  use  of  a little  sand  around  each  bulb. 

For  Pot  Culture. — Use  a good  potting  soil  or  fibre 
and  set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  just  show  above  the 
surface.  The  time  to  pot  the  bulbs  is  between  September 
and  the  last  of  November.  Use  3 or  4 bulbs  to  a 5-inch 
pot;  6 or  7 to  a 7-inch  bulb  pan,  or  10  bulbs  to  an  8-inch 
bulb  pan.  To  allow  root  growth  to  develop  properly  it  is 
well  to  break  apart  the  skin  at  the  base  of  the  bulb  just 
before  potting.  Keep  pots  in  a dark,  cool,  airy  place  un- 
til roots  have  developed  and  top  growth  has  started; 
then  the  bulbs  can  be  placed  in  the  light.  The  ideal 
method  is  to  pot  at  intervals  of  ten  days  so  as  to  have 
a succession  of  bloorti. 

We  send  out  Tulip  bulbs  of  selected  quality 
only.  We  advise  the  planting  of  bulbs  as  soon  as 
possible  after  they  are  purchased  (or  if  necessary  they 
may  be  kept  for  a while,  if  bags  are  opened  and  in  a cool, 
dry  place).  Varieties  prefixed  by  an  asterisk  (*)  are  best 
for  forcing.  For  bedding,  in  particular,  care  should  be 
taken  to  select  varieties  that  bloom  at  the  same  time. 
The  letter  following  each  variety  indicates  the  earliness  of 
bloom;  the  A’s  flower  together  and  are  the  earliest;  the 
B’s  follow  before  the  A’s  are  out  of  bloom,  etc.  The  figure 
following  the  variety  indicates  the  height  in  inches,  as  an 
aid  in  arranging  the  beds.

Crocus 


Crocuses  will  always  find  a place  in  every  garden  because  of  their  earliness.  They  are 
neat,  dwarf  and  compact  in  growth  and  their  delicate  attractive  blues,  yellows  and  whites 
make  delightful  contrasts,  brightening  their  surroundings.  Crocuses  may  be  planted  as  an 
edging  to  beds,  in  careless  patches  in  the  grass,  in  masses  among  trees  and  shrubs,  or  perhaps, 
best  of  all,  on  the  slopes  of  terraces.  In  pots,  planting  12  to  15  corms  in  a 6 or  7-inch  pan,  they 
are  very  beautiful.  Plant  2 inches  deep  and  from  1 to  2 inches  apart.  To  obtain  a natural 
effect  on  the  lawn  drop  the  corms  by  handfuls  and  plant  them  where  they  lie.

Narcissi,  Daffodils  and  Jonquils 


Among  Spring-flowering  bulbous  plants  the  Nar- 
cissus family,  which  includes  Daffodils  and  Jonquils,  is 
one  of  the  most  important  and  of  world-wide  popularity. 

They  may  be  grown  in  garden  beds,  among  hardy  plants 
in  herbaceous  borders  or  “ naturalized,”  that  is,  grown 
as  if  wild,  in  outlying  portions  of  the  lawn  or  grounds,  on 
terraced  slopes,  stream-side  banks  and  along  semi-shaded 
paths.  The  early  sorts  commence  blooming  in  March, 
some  in  favored  locations  even  in  February.  With  a 
selection  of  mid-season  and  late-flowering  kinds  an  end- 
less succession  of  bloom  may  be  enjoyed  well  into  May. 

As  cut  flowers  Narcissi  are  especially  useful,  being  of 
lasting  quality  and  vasing  beautifully. 

Narcissi  and  Daffodils  thrive  in  all  ordinary  soils, 
and  if  they  can  be  grouped  in  the  partial  shade  furnished 
in  the  hardy  border  of  shrubs  and  herbaceous  plants, 
the  conditions  will  be  ideal.  The  bulbs  should  be 
planted  as  early  as  convenient,  between  September  and 
December  1st,  and  may  be  left  undisturbed  for  several 
years  on  good,  loamy  soils.  The  depth  to  plant  varies 
according  to  the  size  of  the  bulbs — a covering  of  2 to  3 
inches  of  soil  is  about  the  average;  a good  rule  is  to  cover 
the  bulb  once  and  a half  its  own  depth.  The  distance 
apart  should  be  3 to  6 inches,  according  to  the  size  of  the 
variety. 

Narcissi  and  Daffodils  are  also  valuable  for  Winter 
flowering  in  the  house,  being  grown  in  pots,  pans  and  flats 
of  soil  or  in  bowls  of  fibre.  The  bulbs  should  be  potted  as 
early  as  possible  in  the  Autumn,  then  the  pots  should  be 
placed  in  a cool,  airy  cellar  or  outhouse  and  be  covered 
with  leaf-mould  soil,  or  similar . material.  An  occasional 
watering  may  be  required,  for  the  soil  must  not  dry  out  after  the  roots  have  started.  The 
potted  bulbs  of  most  Narcissi  should  remain  in  the  plunge  for  not  less  than  twelve  weeks, 
though  sorts  marked  A and  B may  be  well  rooted  in  ten  weeks;  Paper  White  Narcissi  in  five 
to  six  weeks.  By  bringing  into  the  house  a few  pots  at  intervals  of  ten  days,  a succession  of 
bloom  may  be  enjoyed  throughout  the  Winter.  The  letters  following  the  varieties  indicate 
the  relative  time  of  flowering.  Varieties  prefixed  by  an  asterisk  (*)  are  best  for  forcing.
